Debate on Lebanon 
—U.S. Resolution.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Aug. 6—An extraordinary ses- 
sion of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council was scheduled 
for tomorrow afternoon at the 
request of the Soviet Union to 
invoke an emergency meeting 
of the 8l-nation U.N. General 
Assembly for debate on the 
troubled situation in Lebanon 
now being controlled by Unit- 
ed States troops. 

The Russian request for ac- 
tion “without delay” prompted 
the summons to the 11-member 
Council to consider an Assem- 
bly full-scale discussion of “the 
question of the withdrawal of 
American troops from Leban- 
on and of the British troops 
from Jordan,” but it was 
deemed certain that the dif- 
ferently worded American res- 
olution would be the authori- 
zation. 

In the United States docu- 


ment, the Security Council was | 


asked to call a special emer- 
gency assembly “to make ap- 
propriate recommendations 
concerning the Lebanon com- 
piaint” that the United Arab 
Republic (Syria and Egypt) was 
intervening in Lebanese do- 
mestic affairs. It pointed out 
that a Soviet veto had prevent- 
ed the Council from. func- 
tioning. 

Taking an entirely different 
tack, the Soviet resolution 
sought an emergency session 
“to consider the question of 
the intervention” with troops 
of Britain and the United 

tes in Lebanon and Jordan, 
creating the situation in the 
Middle East threatening inter- 
national peace and security. 

As the United States reso- 
lution Was introduced first, it 
would in normal order have 
priority and without doubt 
would muster the seven votes 
essential to adoption in the 
Council. The Russian motion 
would not stand a chance of 
majority support and probably 
will be .withdrawn after action 
on the American. resolution. 
Being procedural, neither prop- 
osition is subject to veto. 

In a formal statement after 
the Soviet request for a coun- 
cil meeting was submitted 
Henry Cabot Lodge, United 
States delegate, declared that 

Gevernment “weleomes a 

eting of the General Assem- 

bly now that the Soviets have 

rejected our offer of a high- 

level meeting of the Security 
Council. 

“Our United States resolu- 
tion for a General Assembly 
meeting is first on the list.

Necessary Records for 
Democratic Elections 
Do Not Exist, Panel 
Reports — Other 
Criticisms Voiced.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—The 
court-appointed board of moni- 
tors of the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters said in its 
first report to United States 
District Court yesterday that 
the union does not maintain the 
kind of membership records 
essential to fair and democratic 
elections. 

The chairman, Martin F. 


en 


O'Donoghue, a Washington at- 
torney, expressed doubt at a 
press conference that the 
Teamsters can have a national 
convention next February as 
proposed, because of difficul- 
ties in nomination and election 
of delegates. 
Monitors’ Criticisms. 

A majority of the monitors 
criticized failure of many locals 
to have a constitution or by- 
laws. They also pointed to 
eligibility rules that permit 
“rigged” elections, in that nom- 
inees can be thrown out at the 
will of leaders. Finally, 
O'Donoghue also criticized the 
sharp disparity in the way the 
Teamsters conduct their busi- 
ness in various parts of the 
country. 

Unlike mast labor .unions, 
the Teamsters do not keep rec- 
ordS at headquarters here 
showing the names of all the 
members and saying who is in 
good standing, the chairman 
noted. 

Payment of dues and eligi- 
bility to vote in local elections 
are involved in the case of 
Joint Council 13 at St. Louis, 
in which Harold J. Gibbons 
was elected president over E. 

E. (Gene) Walla last Jan. 15 
by a vote of 76 to 71. 

Walla protested that the 
election was “rigged” with the 
votes of seven representatives 
of Carnival Workers Local 447. 
He appealed to the Teamsters 
International Executive Board, 
and was turned down July 1. 

Hearings Scheduled. 

The board of monitors has 
scheduled hearings next Mon- 
day and Tuesday on the Gib- 
bons-Walla contest, but does 
not ‘propose to take any action 
until a parallel inquiry; by the 
Senate Rackets Committee, has 
been completed. 

The monitors were appointed 
las‘ January by United States 
District Judge F. Dickinson 
Letts to oversee the adminis- 
tration of James R. Hoffa as 
president, after Hoffa's elec- 
tion was challenged by rank- 
and-file members from New 
York. 

The Teamsters executive 
board acted against Walla 
without the knowledge of the 
monitors, who had been meet- 
fng with the board earlier that 
day, the monitors said. 

O’Donoghue told reporters 
that after the monitors left the 
meeting, thinking the St. Louis 
matter was not going to come 
up, the Teamsters high com- 
mand proceeded to consider 
and turn down the Walla ap- 
peal. 

The monitors learned of the 
move, met again the next day 
and told Hoffa to hold up any 
announcement of it, and to 
hand over a complete file in 
the case of noon the following 
day. Hoffa complied. 

Conditions for Convention. 
As for the scheduled Team- 
sters convention next February, 
O'Donoghue said the majority 
view of the monitors was that 
there could not be one until 
several conditions have been 
met. These, he said, include the 
following: 

1. Adoption of by-laws by 
some 400 locals that do not 
have any. 

2. Establishment of a system 
of uniform rules for good 
standing in locals and the in- 
ternational. 

3. Recommendation of amend- 
ments to the international con- 
stitution. These, the board 
holds, should tighten up elec- 
tion procedures and bar mem- 
bers convicted of felonies from 
holding office. 

4. Release of many locals 
from trusteeship, but in such a 
way as to safeguard fair elec- 
tion procedures. Hoffa an- 
nounced April 21 that 63 of 104 
locals had been restored to au- 
tonomy in the last six months, 
and that the other 41 were less 
than 5 per cent of the total of 
887. 

Two Proposals Resisted.

In the case of Teamster Lo- 
cal 245 at Springfield, Mo., the 
board of monitors recommend- 
ed that an election scheduled 
for last June 27-29 be post- 
poned indefinitely, and that 
nominations already made be 
canceled “because clearly, 
members eligible for nomina- 
tion for office were declared 
ineligible.” Hoffa complied. 
Make-Up of Board. 


Originally the board con- 
sisted of Judge Nathan Cayton 
of the Washington municipal 
court of appeals as chairman; 
Godfrey Schmidt, New York at- 
torney who represented “rank- 
and-file” Teamsters in an ef- 
fort to nullify the Miami 
Beach convention, and L. N. D. 
Wells Jr. of Dallas, Tex., rep- 
resenting the international of- 
ficers of the union. 


O’Donoghue became chair- 
man of the board May 27 fol- 
lowing Judge Cayton’s resig- 
nation. He is regarded as hold- 
ing views somewhere between 
those of the other members, 
with Schmidt taking the posi- 
tion the board has not acted 
as forcefully as it might and 
Wells dissenting from some 
decisions on grounds that the 
board was exceeding its powers.

What Kind of Metro? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey has recommended that the 
power to assess real and tangible 
personal property, now exercised 
separately by both St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, be transferred 
to a metropolitan government. 

Since many of the functions to 
be assigned to “metro” would 
probably have to be financed at 
least in part by a general prop- 
erty tax, this would seem to be 
a sound idea. 

However, assuming that the 
Metropolitan Freeholders elected 
to.adopt the fourth alternative for 
regional collaboration found in 
the Missouri Constitution, it 
would appear quite doubtful that 
the power to establish an office 
of: metropolitan district assessor 
also included the authority to 
mietge or abolish the duplicate 
statutory offices of City Assessor 
and County Assessor. 

In order to keep the new area- 
wide government simple and effi- 
cient, the Freeholders may need 
to have access to the fundamental 
consolidation features of constitu- 
tional alternative No. 2 as well 
as to the area-wide administrative 

ons of alternative No. 4. 
rof. Thomas Eliot has sug- 
dested that the Freeholders may 
be at liberty to choose the most 
desirable features of two of the 
four constitutional alternatives, 
then combine them in a tailor- 
made plan best suited to the 
needs of the city-county area. 

However, one must in candor 
note that each of the last three 
alternatives is preceded in the 
State Constitution by the word 
“or,” indicating a limited either/or 
chreice.

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Noise, Not Negotiation 

The international question of the moment 
is, Who really wants a serious discussion of 
the basic problems of the Middle East and the 
fundamental issues of peace? 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev does not. His 
new note to the Western powers rejects a 
summit conference within the U.N. Security 
Council, which President’ Eisenhower pro- 
posed, and calls instead for an immediate 
General Assembly meeting to discuss order- 
ing Western troops out of the Middle East. 

Secretary of State Dulles does not. He 
had suggested a summit meeting detouring 
around the underlying Middle Eastern ques- 
tions, but devoted instead to disproving Rus- 
sian charges of “aggression” and to proving 
Western charges of “indirect aggression.” 

Each side wants a meeting on its own terms, 
neither side directs its attention to the basic 
issues, and both sides hope to substitute their 
propaganda for negotiation. 

In such an atmosphere, a summit confer- 
ence seems undesirable, if not impossible. 
But if there can be no real discussion of 
peace under such terms, we wonder whether 
the rival powers can even succeed in capi- 
talizing on their propaganda efforts. 


Khrushchev’s strategy is clear enough. Fol- 
lowing his talk with Red China’s Mao Tse- 
tung, the Russian leader makes it clear that 
Nationalist China must be barred from sum- 
mit talks. He is placating Red China, capi- 
talizing on the weakness of Nationalist China's 
position in the U.N., and using French Pre- 
mier De Gaulle’s objections to a U.N. summit 
meeting to demonstrate a division among the 
Western allies themselves. 


President Eisenhower has done well to 
accept without delay Khrushchev’s maneuver 
for a General Assembly meeting. Thus in 
effect the situation is restored to where it 
was when the Security Council rejected a So- 
viet resolution of censure against the West 
and saw Russia veto a Western resolution for 
the creation of a U.N. force to take over in 
Lebanon. 

Just what the Assembly can accomplish re- 
mains in doubt. It can debate, but since any 
action requires a two-thirds vote it is possible 
that no resolution can muster the required 
votes. The debate itself may be useful. But 
clearly it will deal with what has happened 
rather than with what will or should happen 
in the Middle East—with the effects of past 
policy rather than with settlements looking 
to the future. 

Who still wants a real peace conference? 
We suspect that the answer still is what it 
has been--most of the peoples of the world 
hope for peace talks, and the hope is espe- 
cially persistent among those anxious and 
uncommitted nations to whom all the cold 
war propaganda is directed, 

The time will surely come when the substi- 
tution of propaganda for sincere negotiation 
will sieken those for whom all the shallow 
diplomatic maneuverings are intended. That 
should be the time for peace talks. 
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Keeping the Bargain 

Both the Bureau of the Budget and the In- 
terior Department have approved—with no 
strings attached — the pending legislation 
which would authorize an additional expendi- 
ture of $12,500,000 by the Government for 
the completion of the riverfront national me- 
morial. This is genuine progress—especially 
since in the past the Budget Bureau has been 
somewhat less than enthusiastic about Wash- 
ington keeping its part of the bargain made 
with the city more than two decades ago. 

The only reservation made by Deputy 
Budget Director Robert E. Merriam was that 
the bureau was not committing itself to an 
appropriation—as distinguished from an au- 
thorization—at this session of Congress. It is 
a question, in any event, whether the neces- 
sary bills, now pending in Senate and House 
committees, could be passed so shortly before 
adjournment. But Representative Leonor K. 
Sullivan and Senator Stuart Symington will 
try to get them through. 

But even if time runs out on them, the 
approval of the two agencies should get the 
legislation off to an early and favorable start 
when Congress reconvenes in January. That 
is when the Missouri delegation—and all the 
representatives of the vast Western area to 
which St. Louis became the gateway after the 
Louisiana Purchase—should make an all-out 
effort to end the sorry delay of this imagina- 
tive project. 


The President’s Role in Steel 


Will President Eisenhower see the cogency 
of Senator Kefauver’s appeal for him to call 
on the steel industry to hold the price line? 

Non-intervention in private business is the 
President's oft-stated objective; yet it is a 
question whether non-intervention is desir- 
able or even possible, and whether Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s course in the steel spiral to date has, 
specifically, been non-intervening. 

‘Last May, with the automatic wage in- 
crease in steel in prospect, President Eisen- 
hower actually intervened on the side of in- 
flation. He said at a press conference that 
he saw no value, short of an emergency, in 
calling U. S. Steel Chairman Roger Blough 
and Steel Workers President David McDon- 
ald to the White House and trying to get them 
to hold the line on prices and wages. What is 
more, the President issued virtually an en- 
graved invitation to the steel industry to raise 
prices when the wage increases came due by 
remarking that when the workers get in- 
creases “the price is bound to go up.” Many 
do not agree that the sequence is inevitable. 

Still earlier, Mr. Eisenhower's Secretary of 
Labor, Mr. Mitchell, had intervened, also on 
the side of inflation, by throwing his influ- 
ence in favor of the contract under which 
the automatic wage rise has just taken place. 

How can it be said that the Administra- 
tion’s course up to now has not represented 
strong intervention, and on the wrong side? 
Why should there not follow some moder- 
ately forceful intervention, on the right side? 

Unless the President can bring himself to 
act, a situation which is already bad is sure 
to become decidedly worse. Steel's increase 
of $4.25-4.50 a ton in sheet and strip steel 
has already been followed by an increase of 
seven-tenths of a cent a pound in primary 
aluminum pig, with Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica leading out and Reynolds, Kaiser and 
Chemical Corp. expected to follow. And this 
at a time when British steel companies have 
just lowered their price on stainless, and 
American aluminum. producers are begging 


for Government intervention to protect them .

Louis the race of most impor- 
tance was that of City License Collector Jo- 
seph T. (Juggy) Hayden in his brazen bid 
for renomination in the face of scandals in 
his office and a Circuit Court Grand Jury 
report calling for sweeping changes in its 
operations. This prime beneficiary of the 
long outmoded “county offices” patronage 
system in St. Louis won renomination. But 
his three opponents together polled approx- 
imately 25,000 votes to his 39,000. That is a 
rebuke to the Democratic organization lead- 
ers who unanimously backed Hayden despite 
his miserable record in office. 

In Kansas the size of Clyde Reed Jr.’s ma- 
jority over maverick former Gov. Fred Hall 
suggests that Kansas Republican factions may 
be burying the hatchet in an effort to unseat 
Democratic Governor George Docking, who 
won in 1956 against the Eisenhower tide. 

Michigan’s Democratic Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams rolled on toward his 1960 presiden- 
tial candidacy with a 4to-l renomination for 
an unprecedented sixth term. He doubtless 
will be among those to reckon with two years 
from now. 

In West Virginia the most notable result 
was the defeat of former Gov. William C. 
Marland by former Congressman Jennings 
Randolph for nomination for the unexpired 
term of the late Democratic Senator Neely. 
Since West Virginia also elects a six-year 
term Senator in November and both seats 
are now held by Republicans, the West Vir- 
ginia primary was the warmup for a double 
senatorial election of national importance in 
November. 

Now the country can turn its eyes toward 
the primary in Tennessee where special in- 
terest groups are doing their best to defeat 
on Thursday one of the ablest members of 
the Senate, Albert Gore. 


Pick the Best Site 

The one most certain thing about the se- 
lection of a site for the proposed Southern 
Illinois University campus in Madison and St. 
Clair counties is that it ought not to become 
involved ih local politics and community rival- 
ries. The site should be the best available 
in the two counties to serve the needs of the 
area and the prospective university far 
the future. After all, the two counties are 
so nearly an economie and social unit that 
the boundary which divides them is merely 
political. The best site will be best for both 
counties as well as the entire region. It is 
reassuring, therefore, ‘to have §.LU.’s presi- 
dent, Dr. Delyte W. Morris, say that outside 
educational consultants will study the pro- 
posed and offered sites and recommend a 
choice on a basis of relative merit. Presi-

Both Frank Kierdorf, burned beyond recog- 
nition, and his uncle, Herman Kierdorf, are 
convicted robbers who have been drawing 
pay checks as Teamster business agents, 
Frank from Local 332 in Flint and Herman 
from Teamster President James Hoffa’s Joint 
Council in Detroit. Herman quit his Coun- 
cil job only last week. The employment of 
ex-convicts as business agents—strong-arm 
men—has not been limited to Detroit. Inter- 
national Vice President Harold Gibbons has 
used those on the union payroll within the 
St. Louis Joint Council. 

Efforts to sneak the Teamsters back into 
the AFL-CIO are based on the argument that 
it is essential for organized labor to work with 
the Teamsters—and that this need overrides 
any real or imagined stigma attached to asso- 
ciation with the Teamster leadership. 

It is an argument of expediency. As AFL- 
CIO President George Meany has replied, any 
alliance “which gives aid and comfort to those 
responsible for the despoliation of the Team- 
sters union is an alliance detrimental to the 
long-term welfare and interests of all workers 
and all unions affiliated in our movement.”

Doesn't anybody ever walk into a 
room any more?

The emphasis on this type of gait 
fits the Time concept of modern life 
—swift, purposeful, slightly gland- 
ular. A man who merely walks in 
such an era ig no more to be hon- 
ored than the fly who was invited to 
walk into the spider's chamber. And 
like the fly, the mere walker is 
doomed in such fast company. 

The dictionary meaning of “stride” 
is no more than “to walk with long 
steps.” The word has far more stir- 

overtones, however. 

It implies something akin to the 
phrase “take a giant step,” some- 
thing of the fairy tale feat of the 


Seven League Boots. It is the busy 
and important pee who do the 
striding. Only drones are contented 
to walk. 

There are lots of other words to 
describe the act of moving along on 
two feet, and each of them makes 
its comment on the character of the 
person so acting. Nobody wants to 
be said to “walk delicately,” like 
Agag in the Bible. 

Or imagine a public official who 
could be described as “ambling” into 
a press conference, much less 
“shambling.” 

This business of walking has been 
quite a bother ever since the hu- 
man race got up off of all fours. 
Each individual has to go through 
the same progression from the four 
footed to the two footed animal. 

Thé infant must be taught to walk, 
but he is not through with his les- 
sons when he can proudly propel 
himself across the floor. 

Right up through adolescence he 
will go on getting advice from his 
elders on how to walk. Who has 
not been admonished by parents and 
relatives to “stand up and walk 
straight,” even though the giver of 
the advice was as slouchy as an old 
felt hat? 

The Red Queen had some stern 
words on the subject for Alice: 
“Speak in French when you can’t 
think of the English for a pa 
turn out your toes when you walk— 
and remember who you are.” 

Could any child fail to succeed 
with such precise directions? 

Advice to the young on the art of 
walking was possibly expressed in 
its fullest form by Francis Hawkins, 
who wrote a book called “Youth's 
Behavior” in 1663. Here is his pre- 
scription: “Move not to and fro in 
walking, no not like a ninny, nor

HILE WE DO NOT KNOW MUCH about the meeting at 
W) Petoing over tne weekend between the Russians and the 

Chinese, we do know that it has added a new complica- 
tion to peace discussion. Khrushchev’s original proposal 
had the great practical advantage that it looked to the Middle 
East without raising the problems of the Far East.

Dulles Too Legalistic. 


Judging by Mr. Dulles’s press 
conference last week he has 
not cast himself in the role 
of a statesman who knows that 
to make progress towards sta- 
bility in the Middle East he 
must give as well as take. 

He is playing the part of a 
litigating lawyer who hopes to 
win an argument. He is out to 
prove first, that the interven- 
tion in Lebanon and Jordan 
was legal. Having been done at 
the invitation of the legitimate 
governments, it is not, there- 
fore, aggression. This is un- 
doubtedly true. 

And second, he means to 
turn the table, and charge the 
Russians and the United Arabs 
with “indirect aggression.” If 
someone had tried to devise a 
formula most likely to set off 
a rhetorical explosion which 
will poison the air, he could 
not have found a more sure- 
fire mischief-maker. 


Guatemala and Panama. 


Someone to whom the Presi- 
dent will listen should warn 
him that he will make a great 
mistake if he thinks that he can 
dominate the discussion with 
charges of indirect aggression. 

For the truth is that indirect 
aggression—that is to say, 
propaganda, infiltration, brib- 
ery, subversion—is an old in- 
strument of power politics, and 
in our time it is the way the 
cold war is fought. Both sides 
use it when they think they 
can do so to their own advant- 


It would impair, not enhance, 
the President’s moral credit if 
he were to become blindly self- 
righteous and were to tell a 
knowing and skeptical world 
that we do not resort to what 
he calls indirect aggression and 
that only our adversaries do. 

Panama will be sitting on the 
Security Council, a living re- 
minder of how the United 
States obtained the Canal Zone 
in order to build the canal. 
Guatemala was only recently 
the scene of a‘successful coup, 
publicly applauded by Mr. 
Eisenhower himself, to oust an 
anti-American and fellow- 
traveling government. 

The President will be re- 
minded of what happened in 
Iran when Mossadegh was 


pushed out. Over the whole of 


should be only too happy to 
use that way. 


Asking the Impossible. 

The central fact is that in 
the cold war today, the oppor- 
tunities open to our adversaries 
are much greater than those 
open to use. For we'are oppos- 
ing three big + revolutionary 
movements —the Russian, the 
Chinese, and the Arab—which 
have a potent appeal to the in- 
tellectual leaders and to the 
masses of backward countries. 
And it is in them that indirect 
aggression works. Governments 
are not easily overthrown from 
abroad unless there is already 
within the country a strong dis- 
position to encourage and to 
receive external aid. 


The thesis, propounded by 
Mr. Dulles and accepted by Mr. 
Eisenhower, amounts to a de- 
mand that in the weapons of 
the cold war, our adversaries 
shall disarm, and in effect ac- 
quiesce to their own military 
containment, as for example, 
by the remaining membefs of 
the Baghdad Pact. 


Mr. Dulles is telling the 
President to demand the im- 
possible and national policies 
based on impossible demands 
are very unwise indeed. They 
are likely to lead a country into 
a dilemma where 
choose between a retreat which 
is humiliating and an advance 
which may be disastrous. . 


Ground for Acco 


Mr. Dulles is concerned, and 
rightly so, by the progress of 
the revolutionary movement in 
the Middle East. But he is in- 
dulging in legal day-dreaming, 
and is in the highest degree 
unrealistic, if he thinks the 
President can induce Mr. 
Khrushchev, or the United Na- 
tions, to agree to a legal prohi- 
bition that is more than a pious 
platitude. 


It is a startling footnote to 
Mr, Dulles’s thesis that having 
announced his doctihe about 
indirect aggression on Thurs- 
day, he followed it up on Sat- 
urday by recognizing the rev- 
olutionary government of Iraq, 
presumably a product of indi- 
rect on. 

The real problem of the 
Western statesmen is to find 
the ground on which an accom-

the revolutionary movements 
which now dominate so much 
of Asia, and are reaching into 
Africa. That ground is not easy 
to find. But Mr. Dulles, it ap- 
pears, is not seriously looking 
for it. 

He is too busy, too tired, too 
discouraged, too stale. What 
Mr. Dulles is doing is to resist 
and then to retreat, as generals 
do when they have no better 
option than to fight a series of 
rear-guard actions. 

It is beginning to look as if 
the President, who has to be 
carried along by his advisers, 
needs the help of some fresher 
minds.

'Public’s Right to Know Is Being ‘Smoth- 


ered Under Blanket of Rules,’ 


Report Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) 
—The American public’s right 
to know about Government 
activities “is being smothered 
under a blanket of federal 
rules,” a House subcommittee 
said today. 

Reporting on an 
study of secrecy in Govern-

“There is a persistent atti- 
ude on the part of many Gov- 
ernment officials that it is best 
to do the people’s business in 
secret,” the report said.

their own Government. 


“This dangerous attitude has 
reached the point where fed- 
eral officials are boldly pro-

be based clearly on federal 
laws enacted in the full light 
of public opinion and not based 


/on regulations promulgated in

Troubled Times 
- For Network TV 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6 ‘AP). 
GLOOM PERVADES network television because almost 
one-third of the fall season prime evening viewing time 
still is begging for advertising sponsors. 

This state of affairs reflects a general economic reces- 
sion, But some in the in- 
dustry believe a recession 
is not the only cause of 
sponsor disenchantment 
with the medium, And 
certainly a recession is 
not the cause of the view- 
ing public’s disenchant- 
ment with the programs 
some sponsors have been 


offering. 
If it’s time for a re- 
appraisal of the net- 


works’ pitch for the ad- 
vertising dollar, then it’s 
time that many adver- 
tisers reappraised the en- 
tertainment they're pitch- 
ing to the buying public. 
The pitch for the ad- 
es vertising dollar is based 
SEES ae on two beguiling notions 
or theories: The audience 
FRANK SINATRA rating theory and the star 
theory. In turn, the pitch to the public is that a star or a 
large audience rated show is the best entertainment. 

It hasn't quite worked out that way. There are dis- 
appointed advertisers whose programs collected largé audi- 
ences. It is often forgotten that the financially destitute, 
too, watch television. A sagacious system for polling a pro- 
gram's buying audience rather than its viewing audience 
has yet to be devised. 


Item: The sponsor of “Cheyenne,” one of last 
season's highest rated shows, has pulled out. 

The star theory, unless based on a carefully 
wrought entertainment concept, is expensive and 
usually disappointing. 


Item: Frank Sinatra was a resounding flop as 
a TV weekly regular last season and will not re- 
turn on a weekly basis next season. 


The other day when I asked Herbert Brodkin, one of 
next season's new producers of “Playhouse 90,” his defini- 
tion of a star, he replied: “You can tell a star by how much 
you have to pay him—and it’s a great way to miscast a 
show.” 


The other day I asked myself for a definition of the 
rating theory and came up with this: Television, a tremen- 
dous invention, built itself a beautiful cathedral and then 
found it had to invent something to worship: The rating 
theory. 

A star, of course, is not essential to developing a show 
with a high audience rating. Many of the quiz shows and 
Westerns have achieved that goal with far lower budgets. 


It’s difficult for a TV time salesman to see what more 
tangible things he can offer an advertiser than a star or a 
high audience rating. 


Yet, operating on the star theory and the rating theory, 
network television—with only a slight nudge from a mild 
business recession—has arrived at the most depressed state 
in its history. 


Isn't it time to propose another theory? 
Why not simply offer a good show? 


A good show is a carefully conceived idea, meticulously 

developed and produced, with a sense of pace and dramatic 

_ tensions. These are the standards that make “Twenty-one” 

as good as “Camera Three” and the Perry Como show as 
good as “Show of the Month.” 


To the naive-sounding argument of offering simply “a 
good show,” the reply would be: Look what's happened to 
s0 many good shows of recent seasons.” 


Let’s take a further look. 


“Look,” said a salesman, “a good show doesn't 
sell itself to a sponsor. ‘See It Now’ was a terrif- 
ically good show. Do you think CBS would have 
canned it if they could have sold it? The trouble 
isn’t with what networks offer. It’s with what 
advertisers think they want. I don’t care who 
started the star system or the rating system. The 
point is they’re HERE. They’re what most spon- 
sors WANT. Are you going to refuse to sell a car 
to a guy because he wants sidewall tires and you 
think he shouldn't have ‘em?” 


All right, let’s pass the buck to the sponsors. There 
will be some good shows on the home screen in the new 
season. But some excellent, good and potentially good pro- 
grams will be missing—not because the networks wished to 
kill them, but because no advertiser would sponsor them. 

They include “See It Now,” “Project 20,” “Wide Wide 
World,” “Kraft Theater,” “Studio One,” “Matinee Theater,” 
“Climax!” the Patrice Munsel show. “Omnibus” will be 
reduced to hour length and run every other week. 


A television network, like any business organization, 
is dedicated to the purpose of making money. From its 
viewpoint there is no point in reappraising its sales think- 
ing unless that thinking is reappraised on the same grounds 
by the purchasers of its time and programs. 


The general pattern of sponsor thinking, as it presently 
emerges for the coming season, is at loggerheads with the 
thinking of viewers like myself. The majority of sponsors 
appear to want giveaways, quizzes, filmed melodramas and 
“big name” star shows. Their thinking is based on past 
successes. ' 

The majority of viewers with money in their pockets, 
I believe, want a wide variety of good dramas and musicals, 
of programs that provoke thought and evoke emotions. 

Only the passage of time and viewers themselves will 
reveal what the public expects of commercial television. 

Meanwhile, the networks stand in the middle.

FEW HEROES of ancient | 
Greece ranked above Achilles | 


(uh-KILL-eeze). He was said 
to be the most powerful war- 
rior in the Trojan war. 

Legend tells us that Achilles 
was the son of a Greek prince, 
Peleus, and a sea goddess 
named Thetis. Wishing to give 
him everlasting life, his mother 
dipped him (while he was still 
an infant) in the River Styx. 
This river was on the border 
of the land of spirits, and its 
water was supposed to possess 
magical powers. 

The child was held so that 
he sank under the water, but 
his mother made a mistake. 
By holding one foot, she kept 
the water from wetting the 
heel. Forever after, he was 
free from danger to any part 
of his bedy except for that 
one heel.
